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"On your marks. Get set. Go!" 

When asked to reflect on the 1995-1996 school year, the starter's instructions seemed so appropriate. These 
simple words can be applied to all who are part of the BCS community and who share in its energizing 
and energetic existence. 

During the all too short summer, the support staff are in a race against time to prepare the campus for 
our return in early September. Renovations to residences, maintenance of the close to 400 acres of property, 
and modifications in most school buildings keep them working right up to the moment school opens for 
the new school year. 

Teachers respond to the starter's instructions - hour by hour, day by day, week by week, and month by 
month. Walking into a class knowing the bell will ring in 50 minutes means that the teacher is in a race 
to complete the lesson as planned knowing that there will be at least one unexpected interruption. From 
that very first day of classes, the teacher is constantly aware of pacing - when to test, when to assign major 
projects, when to put the pressure on and when to ease up. The finish line may appear too soon or not soon 
enough as teachers try to prepare their classes for the important exams at the end of each term. 

Students participate in the race too whether they want to or not. The pressure from teachers to meet 
deadlines, to prepare properly for tests and exams, and to participate actively in class starts in September 
and students cannot afford to drop out to take a breather because they will fall further and further behind 
and never catch up. And when classes are over, the race isn't! Finding the time for crease, activities, com- 
mittees, friends or simply for oneself is an on-going competition where one sets priorities which change 
constantly. 

In racing, it does no good to start too quickly and burn out, nor does it help to start slow, sprint to the 
finish and realize you really had a lot left to give. The strategy is to find a steady pace that keeps just 
enough in reserve to reach the finish line. From my first year at BCS, I suspect that success is met by those 
who do just that.
